Probe in sinking of fishing boat

Ya’acobi: time to end 
favours for returnees

Halra. — Minister Gad 
Ya’acobl on Friday called for an 
end to all “material favours” for 


returning emigrants. These, he told

Mr. Ya'acobi also warned that 
the Government would be unable 
te continue subsidies at their pre- 
sent level, Next year it would have 
to cut them by half, while seeing 
that they benefit the people who 
need them most. 

On Thursday Mr. Ya’acobi de- 
dicated the new Maman air-cargo 
terminal at Ben-Gurion Airport, 
which he said had been made ne- 
cessary by a six-fold growth in 
the volume of Israel's exports by air 
in the past ten years (from 9,000 
tons to 54,000).

Court Judge John Paul Stevens, 55, 
on Friday to replace Justice Wil- 
Nam Douglas, 77, the leader of the 
court's liberal faction who served 
on the bench for a record "36 years 
before retirmg on November 12 for 
health reasons. 

The appointment of the moderate 
conservative Judge Stevens could 
tip the balance of the court to a

Senior Republican Senator Char-

his record, but opposition could 
come from women’s rights groups, 
which have been calling for a wo- 
man to be appointed to the body.

Senate 
approval is needed before Judge 
Stevens can take up the post. 
Ford said that he bad made his 
choice after a wide survey of po- 
tential candidates and after con- 
sidering the advice of the nation’s 
top legal experts. »

of Chicago before being appointed 
a circuit judge in 1970.

Iceland may quit NATO over 
Cod War with Britain 


REYKJAVIK. — Iceland threatened 
on Friday to resign from the North 
Atlantic Treaty Allance if Britain 
fails to recognize its 200-mile fish- 
ing limit and withdraw its warships 
and trawlera from Icelandic waters. 

‘The latest step in the Cod War 
came at a news conference, when 
Icelandic Foreign Minister Einar Au- 
gustason said: “We can take this 
matter of the Invasion (with war- 
ships and trawlers) in Icelandic 
waters up m Nato with the pos 
sible result that we may leave the 
alliance.” 

There are other steps open to Ice- 
land besides leaving NATO. “Among 
the possibilities is to apply to the 
UN, call home the Icelandic am- 
bassador to Britain, or break dip. 
rad realtions with Britain,” he 

Iceland, claiming was its 
only industry, extended its fishing 
limits from 50 miles to 200 miles 
last October. Talks to allow British 
boats to fish within these limits 
broke down, but British fishermen 
have continued to cast their nets in 


Icelandic waters. 

Since November 13, Icelandic gun- 

boats have cut the trawls of seven 
British fishing vessels, The British 
government sent in three frigates as 
protection boats. “After the frigate 
invasion, further negotiations are 
out of the question,” Augustsson 
said. 
Iceland’s departure from NATO 
would mean that the U.S. would 
have to abandon the Keflavik Sur- 
veillance Base, a key listening post 
for Soviet sea and air activity, Au- 
Zustsson said. 

Asked what would happen to the 
strategic base if Iceland resigned 
from NATO, Augustsson said “all 
the present activities there can be 
done from other places outside of 
Iceland, It is only a matter of 
coat.” 

Iceland has no forces of its own 
to commit to NATO. Besides allow- 
ing U.S. forces to use the Keflavik 
Base, it supports NATO by allow- 
ing other member nations to refuel 
planes and ships on its territory.

WASHINGTON. — U.S. say 
the Ford Administration is in’a “no- 
win situation” in trying to counter 
reports of Soviet cheating on the 
Strategic Arms Limitation (Salt) 
accord. If it keeps quiet the cheat- 
ing goes on, and if it talks it vio. 
lates an agreement with the Soviets 
and compromises U.S. intelligence. 

In ἃ recent id interview 
at the Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency, officials said there 
have been no confirmed violations. 
But they acknowledged that there 
have been “ambiguities.” 

They described these “ambiguities” 
as being of two kinds: in the lan- 
guage of the Salt-l accord, and in 
Soviet actions which have raised 
questions in the minds’ of U.S. mo- 
nitors, 

The admiristration, they said, has 
been under pressure from private 
arms-control groups and university 
dizarmament specialists to lay out 

6. record in public. But the U.S. 

agreed to keep confidential the 
transactions of the U.S.-Soviet 
Standing Consultative Commission —~ 
the joint body that discusses possible 
infractions. This prevents the Ad. 
ministration from laying bare all 
the facts. 

And doing so, they added, would 
alsc compromise key elements of the 
Central Intelligence Agency's intel- 
ligence gathering and verification 
methods for monitoring the Salt ac- 
cord, 

The officials noted that the U.5. 
had itself been accused of “ambi- 
guous actions" by the Soviets — in 
erecting shelters over some U.S. stra. 
tegic missile silos, However, Soviet 
suspicions were eased when the U.S. 
explained the shelters were tempo- 
rary and required in a technical 
process. 

“We are in a no-win situation 
trying to counter these charges of 
violations,” one official said. 

Meanwhile, charges that the Ad- 
ministration was concealing Soviet 
violations were renewed last week 
in an editorial published in “Avia- 
tion Week and Space Technology,” 
@ well-informed aerospace journal. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissin. 
Ber angrily denounced the charge as 
“amworthy.” 

Im recent months, critics, includ. 
ing Admiral Elmo Zumwalt (the re- 
tired Chief of Naval Operations) 
and former Defence Secretary Mel- 
vin Laird, have raised questions 
about Soviet good faith in executing 
the Salt-1 accord. 

US. officials acknowledged that 
the Soviet Union has disregarded 
some of ‘the seven “unilateral state- 
ments” which drew up 
during the Salt negotiations.

WHEN THE OPEC cartel cornered 
the world of] market two years ago, 
the increased revenues of the oil 
Producers were expected to result, 
on the one hand, in Jarge-scale Arab 
investments in developed countries, 

|, and, on the other in the rapid 
advance of Arab countries into the 
industrial age. In retrospect, both 
forecasts Jook fairly rash. 

The recycling of petro-dollars into 
fixed assets has been very slow. 
Most of the huge funds already ac- 
cumulated are still kept in liquid and 
semi-liquid state, and the resultant 
hot money is bearing heavily on the 
world financial stability, fanning the 
Hres of inflation, and obstructing 
attempts to end recession. 

Hope for economic progress of the 
Arab states has also declined, since 
money has failed to remove the 
many socia] and cultural handicaps 
obstructing it. Though everywhere 
Ambitious projects have been 
Jaunched, their execution is halted in 
many cases by lack of labour, train- 
ed technicians, raw materials, 
water, and managerial know-how. 
Ports are crowded, internal road 
systems deficient, local craftsmen 
primitive, and cooperation with 
foreigners hindered by traditional 
animosity, bureaucracy, and 
Islamic tradition. Western 
businessmen, who originally queued 
for a chance to participate in local 
ventures, are beginning to have se- 
cond thoughts, and to weigh the pros 
and cons of this gold rush. Even in 
Egypt. the most advanced of the 
Arab countries, the much touted in- 
volvement of Western companies 
has slowed down, and several in- 


vestment plans have been cancelled 
because of red tape, corruption, and 
inept administration. The success 
prospects of many local enterprises 
are also reappralsed, and it is felt 
that some of them may turn out to be 
white elephants. Moreover, the 
bloodbath in Lebanon {3 seen as an 
indication of the region's political 
fragility. 

Both American and European 
companies increasingly tend to the 
view that the Near East offers good 
business opportunities only for a few 
select industries, mainly those 
supplying equipment related to oil 
pane for infre-struchys projects, 
such as ports, airports, roads, com-: 
munications and hospitals. The in- 
itial enthuslasm for manufacturing 
industries has largely faded, as in- 
vestors now realise that the local 
markets, except in Iran, are limited 
by smal) populations and low income 
levels — while.exports wil) have to 
face stiff competition from establish- 
ed industries. There has been much 
taik about promoting industries 
which aid the region's agricultural 
development, but this is linked to the 
expansion of irrigation, and to the 
spread of new farming techniques, 
both of which must take many years. 
Neither is much hope seen for expan- 
sion of mutual trade among the Arab 
countries. Quite the contrary: 50 
far, attempts to dovetail their 
development plans have failed. 
Thus, doth Dubai and the adjacent 
Abu Dhabi are now engaged in set- 
ting up steel plants; both Dubai and 
Bahrain are constructing large ship 
repair docks; both Bahrain and 
Qatar (25 minutea’ flying time 
away) are building modern jet air- 
ports. 


Moreover, the dévelopment ‘boom 


has already led to rampant inflation, 
originating in the feverish building 
activity and the industries allied 
with it, but already spreading also to 
other sectors of the local economy. 
In Bahrain a mediocre flat costs 
around $1,200 a month. and a modest 
four-room house with bathroom and 
kitchen about $50,000. The housing 
shortage is so acute — both for 
workers attracted to the new in- 
dustrial states, and for the largely 
foreign technical personnel that 
factory-bulit homes are trucked and 
flown to the Gulf states from Europe. 
Landowners and building contrac- 
tors, make fortunes, of course, but 
wages are also rising in the wake of 
the booming demand, the more so a3 
a hectic Eldorado climate is created 
by the new oil-rich. (One Saudi sent 
his’Rolls-Royce by air to a Bahrain 
garage to get a dent beaten out.) 


In the long run this development 
may resuit in the emergence of a 
local middle class or at least of 
groups of well-paid labourers. 
However, it is likely to be accom- 
panied by rising social tension, in 
particular among the mushrooming 
urban proletariat. Incidentally, one 
side effect of this inflationary boom 
has been to attract both unskilled 
and educated people — from the ad- 
jacent countries — including Israel, 
since the boom has coincided with a 
slowdown in this country. Workers 
from Judea and Samaria who had 
been commuting to farms and 
building sites in Israel now find work 
in Jordan more easily. (A building 
boom is in progress there for 
refugees from Beirut.) Many seek 
work in the Gulf states, where they 
may soon be able to earn higher 
wages than in Israel. 


Soviets strike at ‘parasites’

MUNICH. —. 
UNEMPLOYMENT is illegal in 
the Soviet Union, and last month 
the law agains’ 
was further tightened. The 
erime of not working was once 
punishable by up to five years 
“resettlement” in Siberia and 
since 1970 by‘ up to one year in 
jail or at “corrective labour." 

Now prosecutors and the 
police have been given an even 
freer hand to determine who 
leads a “parasitic way of 176" 
and who is a “parasite.” 

A “parasite” can be the black 
marketeer who makes his living 
by travelling to Latvia or 
Estonia, where the consumer 
goods supply is better than in . 
Central Russia, to buy transistor 
radios and tape recorders which 
he resells for a handsome profit 
in Smolensk, Gorky or 
Volgograd. Or the “‘good-time- 
girl"--who ‘supports herself with ~ 
the . ‘gifts and presents’ she 
receives from her nocturnal ad- 
mirers. Or a vagrant who 
prefers the wide open spaces of 
the Russian steppe to the con- 
fines of an assembly line or of- 
fice job. 


" BUT “PARASITES" can also be 
writers, poets and artists or 
Jews and Volga Germans who, 
after having applied for emigra- 
tion visas, have been fired from 
their jobs and can't find re- 
employment. | 

One of the most famous 
“parasites” of all was the poet 
Josef Brodski, now living and. 
teaching in the U.S. In 1964 
Brodski was brought before a 


ἢ Leningrad court and accused of 


being a “parasite” because he 
had no job or profession. Brodski 
- denied the charges, claiming 
that his profession was being a 
poet and his job to write poetry. 

“‘Who gave you the authority 
to call yourself a poet?" asked 
the presiding judge, demanding 
that Brodski produce ‘‘documen- 
tary evidence” attesting to his 
right to write poetry. 

He couldn't. Although he was 
already regarded in literary 
circles as the most significant 
young poet in the Russian 
language, he was neither a 
-member of the official Union of 
Writers nor had much of his 
work been published. He was 
sentenced to five years’ banish- 
ment at hard labour. __

Masterskova, one of the most 
talented and internationally 
renowned of Russia's ‘‘unof- 
ficial" avant-garde artists. Last 
year she was threatened with a 
“parasitism"™’ indictment unless 
she got a job within 20 days. For- 
tunately she was quickly 
accepted by the ‘graphic arts"’ 
section of the Union of Artists, 
which gave her ‘documentary 
proof" of her status as a painter. 

Theoretically, even Professor 
Andrei Sakharov, the nuclear 
physicist and Nobel peace prize 
winner, could be charged as a 
““‘parasite.’' Because of his 
political views and activities, he 
has been unemployed for a 
number of years and Soviet 
media pointedly refer to him as 
a “former scientist." But he is 
also a member of the influential 
Academy of Sciences, which en- 
titles him to a monthly stipend of 
500 rubles ($665) and, 
presumably, the status of quasi- 
employment. 


The Academy, the most in- . 


dependent organization the USSR 
and the only one which votes by 
secret ballot, has thus far given 
no indication that it might ex- 
clude Sakharov from its ranks. 


“ANTI-PARASITE” legislation 
has been on the books for many 
decades and dates to the Stalin 
era. Periodically, the laws have 
been altered, sometimes rejaxed 
and sometime tightened, with 


‘furisdiction passing from the 


police to the courts and the in- 
troduction of a semblance of due 
process in 1970.

At first glance, the latest 
change seems a minor one. Now, 
instead of having to prove 
“malicious refusal" to work 
after having been ordered to get 
a job, prosecutors need merely 
demonstrate that an accused led 
a “parasitic way of life for a long 
time.” 

The new terminology defines 
neither what constitutes ‘‘a long 
time” nor what is a “parasitic 
way of life,’"' though some 
sources in Moscow have 
suggested, only half-facetiously, 
that it means ‘being alive, living 
well and without 'documentable’ 
livelihood."’ 

But there is also persuasive 

evidence that the latest 
modification paves the way for a 
crackdown on ‘‘parasites."’ 
Scholarly Soviet legal journals 
have in recent months burgeon- 
ed with articles criticizing lax 
enforcement of the ‘‘anti- 
parasite" law. 
' Whatever ‘the intent, the 
suspicion is hard to dispel that 
the latest revision will also 
provide an effective instrument 
against dissidents, ‘‘unofficial" 
artists, non-conformist writers 
and members of minorities seek- 
ing to emigrate who have been 
fired or refused work because of 
their activities. 

Jailing them as ‘‘parasites"’ 
would be legal, and a violation of 
the letter and spirit of the 
Helsinki declaration that would 
be hard to prove. After all, the 
Soviet constitution says work is 
a ‘“‘duty’* and “1 who does not 
work, neither shall he eat."

The jate Corporal Zohar Ben-Ze'ev 
wes killed at the beginning of the 
Yom Kippur War: He was buried ina 
military cemetery and the inscrip- 
tion on his gravestone stated merely 
that he had been killed in the Yom 
Kippur War. 

His parents, the petitioners in the 
present case, applied to the Minister 
of Defence to have the words ‘'fell 
while fighting in the Armoured 
Corps’ blocking action opposite 
Ismailia” added to the inscription. 
Their application was referred to the 
Public Council for Commemoration 
of Soldiers, who recommended that 
only the addition of the words “‘while 
fighting near Ismailia,’ be per- 
mitted, without mention of the fact 
that the dead soldier had been in the 
Armoured Corps or that he had died 
in the blocking action. Their 
recommendation was accepted by 
the Minister.

Section 4 of the Military 
Cemeteries Law, 1950, provides 
that: ‘A deceased soldier shall be 
buried in a military cemetery chosen 
by the relative of the deceased, un- 
less the relative has decided to have 
him- buried in a civilian cemetery." 

Section 6 lays down that: ‘'(a) On 
every military grave a military 
tombstone shall be erected at the ex- 
pense of the State, but a competent 
officer may permit the relative of a 
deceased soldier buried in « civilian 
cemetery to erect a different 
tombstone on his grave. (b) The 
form and dimensions of a military 
tombstone shall be prescribed by a 
competent officer." 

Section 12 of the Law empowers 
the Minister of Defence to appoint,

As to the petitioners’ contention 
that the Minister had overstepped 
his powers in assigning the 
respondents the function of deter- 
mining the text of inscriptions on 
soldiers’ tombstones, he could not 
allow it, held Justice Landeu. For 
section 5 (Ὁ) of fhe Law empowers 8. 
competent officer to prescribe “the 


“form" of a military tombstone and 


this must be deemed to include what 
is written on it. Otherwise, he con- 
tinued, the relatives of a deceased 
soldier could engrave any inscrip- 
tion on his tombstone which they 
deemed fit, even if it were offensive 
to the feelings and sentiments of a 
considerable part of the public — 
and this even the petitioners’ counsel 
had conceded was not permissible. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Landau, the Law empowers the 
Minister to appoint a public council 
“for purposes of the Law," while 
section 5 provides that military 
tombstones shall be erected on ail 
military graves, without defining 
“military tombstone.” There was 
nothing, therefore, to prevent the 
Minister from empowering the 
Public Council to advise him on the 
form of the military tombstones, in- 
cluding the text of their inscriptions. 

In the particular case under con- 
sideration, continued Justice Lan- 
dau, the Minister had referred the 
petitioners’ request to the Public 
Council and all except one member 
of this Council had decided to reject 
it, on the grounds that it was essen: 
tial to have uniform inscriptions om 
tombstones so as to emphasize the 
fact that all fallen solders gave their 
lives for a joint cause, in whatever. 
manner they were killed, and so as to 
prevent hurting the feelings of 
bereaved families whose loved ones 
had been killed in the fulfilment of 
humbler and less glamorous duties 
than others, or of duties whose 
mature could not be disclosed. One 
could find no fault with this reason- 
ing, he held, when the subject was so 
delicate and sensitive a one. Once 
the petitioners had elected, 
therefore, to have their son buried in 
a military cemetery amongst his 
fallen comrades, they would have to 
reconcile themselves to accepting 
the decision of the respondents, even 
if they did not agree with it. 

In conclusion, Justice Landau 
observed that he had been troubled 
by the fact that an exception was 
made of Air Force pilots whose oc- 
cupation in the Army had always, in 
been inscribed on their 
tombstones. However, this worry 
had been removed by a statement 
from the respondents’ represen- 
tative to the effect that the Minister 


* of Defence had redéntly’ decided’ to ~ 


forbid the insertion of the word 
“pilot'' or any other word descrip- 
tive of a soldier's task in the Army, 
in the inscriptions on tombstones.

THE SECOND major phase of the interim agreement with 
Egypt will be put into effect today when Israel turns the Abu 
Rodeis ail fields over to the UN. Tomorrow they will revert 


back to Egypt. 


In fact, the turnover will include more than the oil fields, 
Israel will be relinquishing some 150 kilometres of the Gulf of 


Suez coast. 


This move will complete what can be considered the economic 
phase of the interim agreement, which started with the return 
of Ras Sudar. Together with the reopening of the Suez Canal, 
these pullbacks represent a vast economic gain for Egypt. The 
oil fields will deliver some $300 million annually to the Egyp- 
tian treasury, while the estimated income from the Suez Canal 
stands at $600 million annually. 

Certainly this much needed boost for Egypt’s economy 
stands behind not only Sadat’s interest in the interim agree- 
ment, but his willingness to defy the criticiam heaped upon him 
by his erstwhile ally Syria, which is itself primed and pumped 


by Moscow. 


The next stage of Israel's withdrawal, which is to be com- 
pleted in February, will involve the important strategic area 
of the Sinai passes. This withdrawal will be preceded by the 
stationing of American technicians and the various surveillance 


facilities. 


Throughout, implementation of the interim agreement has 
proceeded smoothly. reflecting not only Egypt's commitment to 
what it signed, but its interest in preventing any hitches. 

However, despite the acclaim which Sadat has received in 
the West as a lover of peace, there should he no illusion that 
Egypt has relinquished the options of war. Sadat is engaged in 
a vast military rebuilding programme, his political and propa- 
ganda attacks against Israel continue unabated, and once he has 
regained ali the territory involved in the interim agreement, 
he may well feel more free to adjust his stance to the strident 


tones of Syria. 


Even yesterday the Egyptian Prime Minister, Mamdouh 
Salem, said that Egypt has not abandoned what he termed its 
military role and that it was totally committed to the Rabat 
resolutions which call for an all-Arab front against Israel, bar 
separate settlements, and make the Palestinians the core of 


the Israel-Arab conflict. 


‘The test therefore of the durability of the interim agreement 
will come only after it is fully implemented.

The attempt to dismanile the 
Social Welfare Ministry has a 
long history which culminated in 
the reorganization proposals 
presented to the Cabinet by 
Minister Gideon Hausner. 

When the Nationa] Religious 
Party left Ben-Gurion's Cabinet 
towards the end of the 1950s, the 
Prime Minister appointed the 
late Giora Lotan to oversee the 
Welfare Ministry. Lotan believ-. 
ed that the Ministry should be 
dissolved and its services dis- 


| tributed among the Ministries of 


Education, Health, Labour 
and Justice. But before he could 
¢earry out his own proposals, Mr. 


Perez Naftali was appointed as. 


the first and oniy Mapai Minister 
to hold the Social Welfare port- 
folio. Naftali asked Lotan to 
serve as his director-general. 
They did not dissolve their own 
Ministry. (Child guidance 
clinies, and fiscal responsibility 
for medical care of tte needy 
were transferred to the Ministry 
of Health; kindergartens for. 
children under five to the 
Ministry of Education. That was 
the extent to which Lotan 
carried out his own 
“professional’’ recommen- 
dations.) 

In fact, under Naftali, the 
ministry gained more resources, 
and when it was handéd back to 
the N.R.P., it was a thriving 
organization. For more than 10 


years, its services, its budget, its, 
areas of responsibility grew; so. 


did public awareness of the 
problems under its jurisdiction, 
and its political importance. 
The main enemies of the dis- 
advantaged seemed to be not 


poverty, dependency and the° 


social-gap, but the Ministry of 
Social Welfare and its 
leadership.- 

Then in 1972 Mrs. Golda Meir 


appointed the ‘Prime Minister's’ 


committee’’ to study the 
problems of children and youth 
in distress. The committee was 
not given a specific mandate to 
deal with the reorganization of 
the ministries responsible for 
social services.

THE POPULATION of Kiryat 
Shmona fluctuates.

Losing face in Kiryat Shmona _ 


Political pressures still block Mr. Rabin’s aim to

committees were appointed to 
study and report back 
‘recommendations on various 
aspects of the problem. No sub- 
committee was appointed to 
study the organization or 
reorganization of the social ser- 
vices. 

But, when all the sub- 
committees presented their 
report to the steering com- 
mittee, a paper suggesting ἃ 
reorganization of the ministries 
responsible for social services 
was added by the Chairman. 
After a brief comment to the 
effect, that the issue of govern- 
ment reform deserved a more 
serious study, that paper was in- 
cluded as Chapter 11 of the com- 
mittee's report. It gained the 
general approval of the Cabinet 
together with the other ten 
chapters. 


The following two recommen- 
dations were included: 

That all functions of income 
maintenance and employment, 
scattered among various 
government ministries, should 
be concentrated in one ministry. 

All functions of assuring 
and promoting the welfare of the 
individual, the family and the 
community should be placed in 
that ministry (Social Better- 
ment) or in another ministry 
that will concentrate the respon- 
sibility for the provisions of 
family and community services. 
That ministry will have the 
responsibility of providing and 
developing these services and 
will develop specialized services 
for special groups, such as the 
aged, the physically and mental- 


vices, transport, roads, 
telephones were not immediate 
and simultaneous needs of the 
settlers from the very start. 
Inter-disciplinary cooperation is 
practised in science, technology, 
medicine. Why not in planning 
new settlements? 

Is the subject under con- 
sideration?
